the implementation of certain objectives outlined in these papers. Tor example, 
the United States should come to sonde basic decision on its own interpretation 
of the no invasion pledge, Incident to this decision is the determination of whether 
the United States will permit, condone, assist or participate in an invasion or in 
related suoport activities of one. More consideration must be given to provoca- 
tive activities, sucn as low level reconnaissance, increased intelligence activities, 
and training of the Cuban Brigade: which might create incidents in which tne United 
States would be compelled to take retaliatory action an 
i;m decrees of suoport suppression or even invasion. 
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such activities can be 


useful as pretests, tne basic decision must be made as to whether an invasion o: 
Cuba, directly or indirectly, be supported, or whether, in a lesser sense, serious 
provocations or incidents should be a part of the basic policy. V'hen this decision 
is made, the disposition of the Cuban Brigade can more easily be determined; 'die 
frsauencv and technique of aerial surveillance can be specified, and the policy for 
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'J. 5. retaliation in the event o: an indies can be clearly set dovm. 

The above problems are more basic and require early decisione because they 
involve the possibility of direct conflict or intervention witn attendant -wo rid wide 
political implications. It might be said that the decisions on these issues will 
establish the future of tne U.S. course of action toward Cuba as active or passive. 

The other recommendations of the Coordinating Committee relate principally 
to economic pressures and certain political actions, particularly through the CAS. 
.\£ the least, all of these actions snouid be pursued to the maximum exteni. 
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
